May it please your Excellency, 

We have the honour to present our Forty-first Annual Report 
on the Convict and Local Prisons, the Place of Preventive 
Detention at Maryborough, the Borstal institution at Clonmel, 
and the State Inebriate Reformatory at Cork, and with respect 
to the Registration of Criminals. 



Number of Penal Establishments. 

The number of Penal Establishments under the control of 
the General Prisons Board during 1918 was as follows : — 

1 Convict Prison for men at Maryborough, a portion of 
which is set apart as a Place of Preventive Detention 
under the Prevention of Crime Act, 1908 ; 

1 Convict and Local Prison for men and women — Mountjoy 
Prison, Dublin ; 

11 Local Prisons, one of which is for the time not in use as 
a Local Prison ; 

4 Minor Prisons ; 

1 Borstal Institution at Clonmel ; 

1 State Inebriate Reformatory at Cork ; 

5 Bridewells.

In addition to the numbers given in this Table, 50 persons 
in Military custody were temporarily lodged in Civil Prisons 
whilst awaiting trial at Courts Martial. 

Thirty-six youths between 16 and 21 years of age were received 
into the Borstal Institution at Clonmel, and two men and one 
woman into the State Inebriate Reformatory at Ennis. No 
Convicts were transferred during the year from the Convict to 
the Preventive Detention portion of Maryborough Prison. 

The foregoing Table includes 131 prisoners on remand and 
27 under sentence of three days or less committed to the five 
Bridewells. 



D.O.K.A. Prisoners — Classification and Treatment. 

For the classification and treatment of these prisoners for the 
year under review, we would refer Your Excellency to pages 
iv.-viii. of our Report for the year 1917-1918. The classification 
and treatment therein described were not confined strictly to 
persons, convicted of merely D.O.R.A. offences, but were extended 
to those convicted of so-called political offences which were not 
in themselves or in their circumstances criminal. The number 
of prisoners so classified was 890. 

In March, 1918, as mentioned in our last Report, the amelior- 
ations which could be granted to these prisoners were enlarged 
by Government order, and it was announced in Parliament that 
hunger strikers would not be released and would not be arti- 
ficially fed. In April the female prison at Belfast was specially 
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set apart for the accommodation of prisoners receiving the 
ameliorations, the female prisoners being transferred to Armagh 
Prison. 

A new dietary was also introduced in pursuance -of the direc- 
tions of the Pood Controller. Some of the so-called political 
prisoners complained of this dietary and in place of it demanded 
a dietary of their own selection. 

In June, 1918, the Governor of Belfast Prison allowed the 
prisoners receiving ameliorations the special privilege of having 
their cell window frames lowered. This privilege was abused 
by the prisoners.. On the 25th and 26th June they caused a 
large crowd to assemble on the public road outside the prison 
by shouting, singing, - etc., from the windows, with the result 
that the Governor had to order the windows to be replaced in 
their previous position. The prisoners then became very in- 
subordinate and broke some of the window frames, and the 
Governor decided that it was necessary to have the prisoners 
removed to another division of the prison. This was resented 
by the prisoners, who at a signal from one of their number, 
broke up their cell furniture and violently resisted removal, 
necessitating the employment of force. The action of the prison 
officials on this occasion was made the subject of a number of 
sworn allegations of ill-treatment by one of the prisoners after 
his discharge, and, as a result, an inquiry into the matter was 
ordered, a Judge of the High Court of Justice in Ireland being 
appointed a Commissioner by Parliament for the purpose of 
holding a sworn inquiry. In the meantime some of the prisoners 
had been punished for their misconduct by the Visiting Committee 
of the Prison, and had been deprived of the ameliorations, but 
after a short time the ameliorations were restored by Your 
Excellency’s directions. 

The Commissioner (Mr. J ustice Dodd) appointed by Parliament 
held an inquiry at Belfast on 28th January, 1919, and following 
days. On 25th February, 1919, Mr. Justice Dodd submitted 
his report. He completely exonerated the prison officials of 
Belfast Prison of the charges made against them by these prisoners 
and characterised the more serious of the charges as being 
peculiarly cruel and wanton. The Judge further expressed his 
view that a prison is not a suitable place for persons to whom so 
much freedom is accorded, and expressed the hope that Par- 
liament would devise some means of relieving the prison officials 
of the burden. We refer to the Report itself which has been laid 
before Your Excellency. 

In October, 1918, many of the Sinn Fein prisoners in Belfast 
Prison suffered from -the epidemic of influenza, and a portion 
of the prison occupied by them had to be turned into a hospital, 
and the modified discipline applied to them had to be further 
relaxed as they were hospital patients. Although the epidemic 
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was serious everywhere, entailing considerable mortality, we are 
happy to state that there were no deaths among the D.O.K,A. 
prisoners in Belfast Prison. As the prisoners recovered it became 
evident that they did not intend to allow the pre-epidemic 
ameliorative conditions of discipline to be re-established and 
towards the end of December an increasing spirit of insubordina- 
tion was manifested. On Sunday, 22nd December, when about 
to return to their cells after Mass, the prisoners seized a Sinn 
Fein prisoner in military custody awaiting promulgation of sen- 
tence, and not eligible under the rules to be placed m association 
with them, and refused to give him up. They barricaded them- 
selves in one of the prison blocks, and completely wrecked that 
portion of the building. For several days the prisoners were 
practically in a state of seige, and eventually on 31st December 
they surrendered the prisoner. They continued, however, to 
misconduct themselves in various ways, especially by shouting 
and making other noises in their cells at night, thus disturbing 
the peace of the prison and the district outside the prison, and 
also by refusing to leave their cells for exercise. 

Owing to the influenza epidemic and this insubordination, 
the concentration in Belfast Prison of prisoners receiving ameli- 
orated treatment hald to be suspended, and such prisoners as 
would otherwise have been sent there were retained in local 
prisons. These prisoners became insubordinate, and in a number 
of cases hunger striking was resorted to, the prisoners as a rule, 
being released under the Prisoners (Temporary Discharge for 
Ill-health) Act, 1913. 

In November, 1918, a Sinn Fein prisoner awaiting trial on 
a serious charge in Cork Prison, was, in pursuance of a pre- 
concerted plan, assisted to escape from custody by persons who 
came to visit the prisoner and other prisoners, the warder giving 
the visits and the warder on gate duty being overpowered before 
assistance could arrive. 

In December, 1918, in consequence of this outrage, regulations 
were issued as to the searching of visitors to prisoners , and 
visits of friends to certain classes of untried prisoners were 
suspended. 

On the 16th March, 1919, a Sinn Fein prisoner awaiting trial 
effected his escape from Mountjoy Prison, and on the 29th of same 
month 20 other prisoners who were at exercise in the prison 
grounds escaped by means of a rope ladder thrown over the 
boundary^ wall by persons outside. 

A Commission consisting of a Judge of the High Court of 
Justice, the Right Hon. Sir John Ross, Mr. M. McCann, J.P., 
a member of the Visiting Committee of Mountjoy Prison, and 
Mr. M. Waller, a Commissioner of Prisons in England, with Mr. 
H. Holmes, M.C., B.L., as Secretary, was appointed by Your 
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Excellency to enquire into these escapes and into the rescue of 
the prisoner from Cork Prison referred to above, and their report 
is now in Your Excellency’s hands. 

Although outside the period under review, we think it well 
m order to complete this report to insert here Government 
Notice of November 22nd, 1919, which is now in force and is 
as follows : — 



NOTICE. 

It lias been determined by His Majesty’s Government that in future 
no ameliorations of prison treatment of any kind whatever are to 
offence.'' 1 ™ CaS6S ° f pnSoners who have been convicted of the following 

I. Any offence for which he might have been legally indicted 
or summarily convicted at Common Law or under anv 
Statute other than the Defence of the Realm Act no matter 
by what tribunal such prisoner may be tried, or under 
what Act he may be charged ;

Military Authority prohibiting such person from 
residing in or entering any area.

III. Any prisoner committed in default of finding sureties to keep 
the peace and be of good behaviour shall as regards amelior- 
atave treatment be treated as if he had been convicted of 
the offence disclosed in the Warrant under which he shall 
be committed. 



It has further been determined that any ameliorations that may 
“ r be f sha U be altogether conditional on the good 

behaviour of the prisoner and will forthwith be withdrawn in the 
event of misconduct on his part. 

Notice is also hereby given that from and after the 24th day of 
November, 1919, prisoners who resort to hunger-striking will not 
any circumstances be released from prison either unconditionallv

From and after the said 24th dav of November, 
1919 any prisoner who notwithstanding the terms of this Notice may

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Health and Mortality of Prisoners. 

The health of the prisoners during the year has on the whole 
been good. Except influenza there was practically no infectious 
disease. There were 4 deaths in local prisons during the year 
Two of these were the result of bronchitis followed by heart 
failure, one was a case of influenza complicated by double 
pneumonia, and in the fourth case a prisoner who was in a dying 
condition on reception to prison died a few hours after admission 
from heart failure. There were no deaths in convict prisons. 

Twenty-eight prisoners were released from local prisons during 
the year" before the expiration of their sentences, on grounds 
of ill-health, and 12 women were released as being neai their 
confinement. The number of convicts released on medical 
grounds was five. 



Insane Prisoners. 

Twenty-nine prisoners were transferred from local prisons to 
lunatic asylums during the year, being a decrease of 14 on the 
number transferred last year. Twenty of these are reported as 
having been insane on reception into prison, 4 as probably insane 
while of the remainder one was a doubtful case, one is described 
as “ excited ” on admission to prison, and another as melancholy 
and neurotic. In only two cases was the mental condition 
normal on admission to prison. During the year three convicts 
were transferred to the Central Criminal Lunatic Asylum, two 
of whom had been previously insane. 



Oonduc-t of Prisoners. 

With the exception of the prisoners hereinbefore referred to 
committed for so-called political offences, the conduct of prisoners 
undergoing Penal Servitude and prisoners undergoing sentences 
of imprisonment has been very good. 



Prison Industries. 

The number of prisoners having further fallen from the already 
low numbers of the previous year, and a considerable proportion 
of them being D.O.R.A. prisoners from whom work could not 
be exacted, the industrial work of the prisons was greatly cur- 
tailed. Mailbag making, woodcutting, matmaking, shoemakmg 
tailoring, and the cultivation of land were the principal employ- 
ments of the male prisoners, while the females were employed 
at sewing, knitting, and laundry work. 
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Prison Buildings. 

The maintenance and upkeep of the prison buildings has been 
the chief expense involved under this head, works of improve- 
ment or reconstruction having been postponed until conditions 
become more favourable. 

Visiting Committees. 

The Visiting Committees of Local Prisons and the Visitors 
appointed by Your Excellency to visit Convict Prisons have 
rendered the Board much assistance by their suggestions and 
advice. 



Kegistration of Criminals. 

During the year 47 names of prisoners were added to the 
“ Register of Convicts and Habitual Criminals ” and 436 names 
were added to the Supplemental Register. 

The Board have, as usual, supplied to the Police the infor- 
mation at their disposal for verification of the previous con- 
victions of persons charged with offences. 



Borstal Institution. 

The number of juvenile adults committed to the Borstal 
Institution during the year 1918 was 36 as compared with 49 
in the previous year. Forty-seven inmates were released. Of 
these 18 were released on licence and 29 unconditionally for 
service in H.M. Forces, the consent of parents or guardians to 
their volunteering having been obtained in every ease. 

Notwithstanding the somewhat lower numbers due to fewer 
committals and to the number of lads who have volunteered 
for. enlistment, the work of the Institution was well maintained 
during the year, and there can be no doubt of the change for 
the better wrought in most of the youths who undergo the 
Borstal treatment. The Governor reports that the returns 
received show that of the inmates discharged from the Insti- 
tution since its establishment, nearly 80 per cent, are going on 
well, many of these having been at liberty for long periods. 

These very satisfactory results are achieved simply by a 
blending of kindpess with strict discipline and hard work, the 
object of the treatment being to inculcate a spirit of manliness 
and self-reliance approximating to that which obtains in public 
schools. From the first the inmates feel that everything possible 
is being done for their moral and physical improvement, and 
very few of them fail to respond to the good influences brought 
to bear on them by the Governor, Chaplains, and Institution 
staff. To Major Dobbin, the Governor of the Institution, 
especially, great credit is due for the kind and tactful yet firm 
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manner in which he handles the youths committed to his care, 
and the zeal which he shows in the promotion of their welfare. 

The physical drill and gymnastic exercises were continued 
under a skilled instructor during the year with much success, 
while considerable progress has been made in the formation and 
training of an Institution band which cannot fail to be a source 
of interest and improvement to the inmates. The cinema 
machine supplied through the kindness of the trustees of the 
Pembroke Charities Fund has also been used whenever possible 
for the entertainment and education of the inmates. 

The experiment referred to in our last report of hiring out 
selected drafts of inmates to local farmers for day work was 
continued with much success, the amount paid for the services 
of the inmates having been £219 15s. 6d. as compared with 
£111 10s. Od. in the previous year. This system of hiring out 
was of great benefit to the youths employed who thus gained 
a knowledge of farming methods which it would be impossible 
to impart in the restricted area of the Institution grounds, but 
it is much regretted that owing to local labour troubles the 
practice had to be discontinued. 

This intensifies the difficulties under which we labour at the 
Borstal Institution of being without facilities for the proper 
instruction of the inmates in the great national industry of 
agriculture. Increasing difficulty is also experienced in placing 
inmates out on licence with farmers, the latter being naturally 
reluctant to employ at the rates fixed by the Wages Board 
lad> whose farming experience has been limited to what can 
be taught in the small plots of ground attached to the 
Institution. As a result a considerable number of the youths 
have to be retained until the expiration of their sentences, 
and have then before them but the unpromising prospect of 
returning to the surroundings and associations to which in many 
cases they themselves attribute their lapse into crime. 

We greatly regret the death during the year of Mr. Richard 
Bagwell, D.L., a member of the Visiting Committee of the Insti- 
tution and President of the Borstal Association. The interest 
which he took in every matter connected with the progress of 
the Borstal system in Ireland is well known, and his death is 
a great loss to the Institution and the Borstal Association. 
We have also to record with regret the deaths of two other 
members of the Visiting Committee, Colonel Riall, and Mr. 
Randal Moore. In December, 1918, the Right Rev. Monsignor 
Flavin, who had been Roman Catholic Chaplain of the Insti- 
tution since its establishment, passed away to the great regret 
of all with whom he was associated. 



State Inebriate Reformatory. 

The buildings at Ennis which had been used for the purposes 
of the State Inebriate Reformatory since the inception of that 
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establishment in 1899, being required in the autumn of 1918 
for the accommodation of troops were, with the approval of 
Your Excellency, placed at the disposal of the military authorities. 
The numbers of habitual inebriates in custody having fallen 
considerably of late years, the Board were able to find suitable 
accommodation for them in portions of the Prisons for men and 
women at Cork, and the transfer of the establishment from Ennis 
to Cork was carried out on 4th October, 1918. 

During the year three inmates (two men and one woman) 
were committed to the Reformatory and one woman was received 
back from a Lunatic Asylum. 

One man and two women were discharged during the year 
on expiration of sentence, and one man and two women were 
released on licence. * 

The daily average number in custody in 1918 was 13 as com- 
pared with 16 in 1917. 

The number discharged up to 31st December, 1918, after 
undergoing a course of treatment in the Reformatory was 109 
men and 171 women — 280 in all. 

Staff. 

The conduct and efficiency of the Prison Staff have been very 
good. 

The strain which the staff has undergone during the period 
under review has been very great. The ameliorated prison 
treatment granted to certain prisoners has rendered the task 
of dealing with them an onerous one, especially as the structure 
of our prisons is wholly unsuited to the extended freedom pro- 
vided for by this treatment. These difficulties have been added 
to in a large measure by the persistent misconduct of some of 
the prisoners to which we have already' referred in this report. 

During the year an application was received from the subor- 
dinate officers of the Irish Prisons Service that they' should be 
allowed to elect a body to represent them in regard to matters 
connected with their conditions of service and welfare. Per- 
mission for this purpose was accorded by Your Excellency in 
Eebruary, 1919, and following the lines adopted in England, 
the Prison Officers’ Representative Council was formed, with 
access to the Board. The rules for this Council which are similar 
to those in force in England, are as follows : — 

RULES FOR THE 

PRISON OFFICERS’ REPRESENTATIVE COUNCIL, 

IRISH PRISONS SERVICE. 

This Council is permitted to be set up to represent the officers in 
matters connected with their conditions of service and general 
welfare, other than questions of discipline. 

1 . The Prison Officers of every prison, male and female respectively, 
below the rank of Chief Warder or Class I. Matron shall elect a repre- 
sentative of that prison from among the officers on the strength of 
that prison. 

A 2 
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For the purpose of this Rule Mount joy Prison shall be regarded 
as two prisons viz. : a Prison for males and a Prison for females, and 
Minor Prisons and Bridewells shall be treated as part of the larger 
Prisons to which they are attached. 

2. The representatives so elected shall elect from among their 
own number five members to represent them on the Representative 
Council. Four of these members shall be males and one a female. 

3. The representatives and the members of the Council shall be 
elected annually, their tenure of office terminating on the 31st March 
in each vear. but they shall be eligible for re-election. 

4. In the event of any casual vacancy occurring on the Council, 
the representatives shall elect a new member to fill the vacancy. 

5. The initial election of representatives shall take place as early 
as circumstances permit. Subsequent elections shall take place in 
the first week of March in each year. 

6. All the above elections shall be by ballot. The arrangements 
for the original elections shall be made in such manner as may be 
determined by the General Prisons Board and all subsequent elections 
shall be conducted by the Council. 

7. The Council shall elect a President and Secretary. The quorum 
of the Council shall be three, and, in cases of equality of votes, the 
President shall have a casting vote. 

8. The Council shall meet not less than once in every six months. 
The first meeting shall be called by the General Prisons Board within 
14 days after the first election and subsequent meetings shall be 
called by the President. 

0. In the event of the Council desiring to bring a matter before 
the General Prisons Board, a deputation of four delegates from the 
Council shall have early and direct access to the General Prisons 
Board in order to discuss the matter in question. 

10. The organisation shall be entirely within the Prison Service, 
and shall be entirely independent of, and unassociated with, any 
outside body. (1166). 

The election of the Council, as provided for in Ride 2, was 
carried out in March, 1919, and the Council met for the first time 
on 4th April, 1919. We feel confident that the establishment 
of the Prison Officers’ Representative Council will render much 
easier the task of the Government and the Board in dealing with 
matters affecting the conditions of service of the Prison Staffs, 
and will at the same time conduce to the contentment and 
efficiency of the officers themselves. 

Expenditure. 

Particulars of the expenditure, etc., during the past and 
previous years are given in the Appendix.
